The decision to issue the new 1952 Bank Leumi Series, exchanging the 
name of the Anglo-Palestine Bank for Bank Leumi, was accompanied 
with the directive to issue this new series as quickly as possible. To meet 
this requirement, it was decided to retain the basic design of the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank (APB) banknotes. 


The changes were few and quickly implemented. They included the name 
of the bank, now “Bank Leumi Le-Israel B.M.”; the name of the new cur- 
rency, now “Israel Pounds;” and dropping all mention of “Anglo-Palestine 
Bank” (whether in English, Hebrew, or Arabic.) There were some other 
minor changes, such as repositioning the signatures of Hoofien and A. 
Barth on the front of the notes. These changes were implemented using 
Patch-ups applied to the design of the Anglo-Palestine banknotes. 

The overall process consisted of (a) submitting the patch-ups to ABNC; 
(b) ABNC creating the corresponding “models; and (c) the bank’s review 
and approval of the models. The examples of the Patch-ups and the 
Printer Models show authentic ABNC notations such as the description 
and filing information. The original ABNC banknotes models were sent 
to the bank, while the photos were kept by ABNC for its records.

The Russian-American Company was an economic and political expansion into the eastern Pacific region. Emperor Paul I chartered the company in 
1799, and as time passed, more and more trading posts were established from Alaska to California, and as far south as Baja California in Mexico. The 
Russian-American Company even built Russian Fort Elizabeth on Kauai in Hawaii. To facilitate commerce in and around these forts and trading posts, 
small currency notes were printed on walrus skin parchment in various denominations. The 10 Kopeks offered here is moderately circulated, with all 
design elements clearly visible.

Saint Pierre and Miquelon is an intriguing and rewarding colony to collect. A few issues are quite common, but high denominations can prove chal- 
lenging to obtain, especially in issued format. This 100 “New Francs” was the highest denomination of the final series of notes issued specifically for 
Saint Pierre before the French Franc was reintroduced. Only a few examples have been saved in Uncirculated grade. We have not offered this rare type in 
issued format in the past. Not to be missed, this colonial type is a true rarity.

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24475 Saudi Arabia Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency 10 Riyals ND (1953) / AH1372 Pick 1 PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

Saudi Arabia’s first banknote was a Haj Pilgrim Receipt, printed by Thomas de la Rue in 1953 and issued for travelers to Saudi Arabia for their visit to 
Mecca. Despite the official use of this note, it soon became used in general transactions, and the print run was quickly exhausted. Three new Pilgrim 
Receipts were issued the following year, and in 1961, the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency issued a complete series of notes. This offered example is in 
terrific condition for the type which is generally rare in anything close to this grade.

A stunning vignette of an oil derrick enhances the front, 
while an image the coat of arms is displayed on the back. Highly collectable, especially in this grade with the “exceptional paper quality” designation.

Highest denomination of the King George VI series. The print total for 
this note is quite small, and few are extant to be enjoyed by collectors 
today. At the time of cataloging, PMG has graded a mere nine example of 
this rare type. A faint notation on the back is mentioned for accuracy.

A stunning Commonwealth type has gained notoriety and popularity 
among collectors due to an unusual feature: when slightly rotated coun- 
terclockwise, the palm fronds on the front appear to spell “SEX,” earning 
this denomination its unique nickname. The note showcases the iconic 
quality of Bradbury, Wilkinson & Company, with exquisite craftsman- 
ship visible on both sides. This particular variety represents the second to 
the final date for this type, adding to its collectible value.

One of the 
most desirable and most famous of all British Commonwealth notes.

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24480 Seychelles Government of Seychelles 100 Rupees 1.6.1975 Pick 
18e PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

The crowning denomination of the Seychelles series of notes from 1968 
to 1975. Renewed interest in this banknote has been spurred due to 
the recent discovery of hidden text in the mangrove branches spelling 
“HATE”. Only 100,000 notes were printed for this denomination across 
all dates. Rare in any grade and one of the most famous of all Queen 
Elizabeth II notes.

(1972) Pick 4s TAN#O-4s Specimen PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

A delightful and extremely desirable Orchid series Specimen. The $25 
denomination was added to the series five years after the primary notes 
were issued. Thomas de la Rue overprints and and a hole punched cancel- 
lation are mentioned for accuracy. Desirable in this format.

An exquisite issue that is notable both for its large physical size and sig- 
nificant purchasing power, it represents the second highest denomination 
in a series themed around ships, featuring the “Neptune Garnet” con- 
tainer ship prominently displayed on the face. The back is hallmarked by 
a breathtaking image of the “Miss Joaquim” in a ship repair yard, beauti- 
fully encapsulating a blend of natural beauty and industrial prowess.

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24483 Singapore Board of Commissioners of Currency 10,000 Dollars ND (1999) Pick 44a PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

The sharply executed design and vibrant printing are highlighted by the pristine, well embossed, original condition of the note.. The front proudly dis- 
plays a portrait of Encik Yusof, while the reverse features a detailed vignette showcasing one of Singapore’s primary industries: computer chip produc- 
tion. This denomination is no longer being produced and is actively redeemed when paid into bank accounts. Consequently, the number of these notes in 
existence diminishes each year, making this note increasingly rare and valuable.

This type was 
printed in Italy and is quite desirable in this elite grade. Seldom seen in 
any decent collectible condition.

A classic rarity. The small blue 10 shillings circulated briefly before being 
replaced by a brown design.

A seldom offered initial denomination from this 19th century issuer, the 
Nationale Bank der Zuid-Afriaanche Republiek, this note features Oom 
Paul Kruger. The 19th century history of Southern Africa is as complex 
as it is interesting, and to that end, this banknote would have circu- 
lated in present-day Johannesburg and its surrounding areas. A stamp 
for Lichtenburg, a diamond and agricultural town in the Northwest 
Province, is noticed on the back. The Second Boer War ultimately 
secured British rule in the entire area, and these notes were most likely 
redeemed or canceled by about 1902 or so. Of interest, this note has been 
sliced in two, either by the printer to ensure safe arrival to the bank with- 
out theft, or after cancellation. Severed, reattached and pinholes. Rare in 
any format.

After the fall of Pretoria to the British in the Second Boer War, the east- 
ern Transvaal town of Pietersburg issued the next notes in this series. 
Pietersburg notes are significantly scarcer than Pretoria notes. As evi- 
dence, a mere 2,000 or so of these 10 Pounds were printed in various 
sizes. A Heidelberg stamp dated 1903 shows that this note traveled west 
after issue. A partial watermark of “The South African’, a typewriter sup- 
ply company, is noticed. Some edge tears are mentioned for accuracy. A 
rare type note in any grade, this piece is especially desirable with a purple 
stamp at front.

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24489 South Africa Government Noot 20 Pounds 1.4.1901 Pick 63 
PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

This historic banknote, issued during the Boer War in 1901, maintains 
all its design elements in clear detail, despite the passage of time. For the 
sake of accuracy, PMG mentions pinholes and some staining, testifying 
to its age and historical journey. Remarkably, this example holds a place 
of distinction as it is tied for the highest grade in the PMG Population 
Report, with only four examples known, underscoring its rarity and sig- 
nificance as a collectible piece from a pivotal moment in history.

PMG Very Fine 25 Net. 

A desirable and extremely rare higher denomination, issued from 
Pietersburg, presently Polokwane, capital of Limpopo Province. The 
British imprisoned approximately 4,000 Afrikaners in a concentration 
camp in Pietersburg during the Second Boer War. Pietersburg was an 
important small town in the Transvaal at the time. Only 400 of these high 
denomination notes were issued, making this a rare relic from the brutal 
Second Boer War. A partial watermark of “The South African’, a type- 
writer supply company, is noticed. Tape repairs are mentioned for accu- 
racy, but that does not diminish the fact that there are only 4 examples 
graded in the PMG Population Report.

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24491 South Africa Government Noot, Pietersburg 100 Pounds 
1.4.1901 Pick 65 PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

Boer War notes are collectable and desirable to a wide range of enthu- 
siasts, and subtle varieties provide collectors a challenge in complet- 
ing their collections. This highest denomination note was issued in 
Pietersburg after the fall of Pretoria to the British. A mere 200 notes of 
this highest denomination were issued. Notice the bold appearance of the 
manuscript signatures at front. Staining is mentioned for accuracy on this 
fantastic highest denomination note with a minuscule print total.

Pick 76 PMG Very Fine 20. 

The first series of banknotes issued by the South African Reserve Bank 
are quite scarce today. All denominations from the 1 Pound to the 100 
Pounds were printed by St. Luke’s Printing Works and feature mirror 
engravings from front to back. The face side was printed in English, while 
the back was printed in Dutch. This example has a simply outstanding 
eye appeal for the type. Issued for only a few years, this rare type is miss- 
ing from many collections. A terrific example of the design and very 
pretty.

A desirable and scarce type, featuring the 1926 date and B/4 prefix, this 
design was replaced by an updated version in 1928, hence so few examples 
are extant. Problem-free, evenly circulated, this note has good visual 
appeal.

The 20 Pound denomination is quite rare, as only 50,000 were issued dat- 
ing 1928 and 50,000 dating 1933. This example is moderately circulated 
but has remained completely original, and is therefore significantly better 
than typical. A variety of motifs are present on this beautiful banknote, 
ranging from mining and nature to farming and homesteading.

South Africa’s 100 Pound banknote of 1952 is famous among collectors 
worldwide.

It 
is of importance to mention that a mere 30,000 of these notes were issued, 
half of which feature English text atop, and the other half with Afrikaans 
text atop.

Owing to its significant value, most of these notes 
were redeemed, making them rare finds today. Cancelled perforations are 
mentioned for accuracy.

South Africa’s stunning 100 Pound note of 1952 is as rare as it is grand. 
Only 30,000 notes were printed, half of which feature English over 
Afrikaans, while the other half were printed with Afrikaans over English. 
This highest denomination banknote’s beautiful pastel color schemes are 
undiminished by the mild circulation. Despite its large size, the note dis- 
plays surprising originality throughout. Rare in any grade, this is one of 
South Africa’s most iconic banknotes.

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24498 South Africa Bank of South Africa 2 Skillings ND (ca. 1830’s)

A pretty and rarely seen 19th-century Remainder. A variety of denomi- 
nations were partially printed in the 1820s, but the bank was not actu- 
ally authorized to issue banknotes during this era, hence any extant 
example is in Remainder form. All design elements are present, but the 
note remains unfinished, with a lack of serial numbers or signatures. 

Please 
disregard the “ca.1930s” date printed on the PMG flip, as this note is note 
was printed sometime in the 1820s or 1830s.

24499 South Africa Cape of Good Hope Bank, Klerksdorp 5 Pounds 
8.2.1890 Pick UNL PMG Fine 12 Net. 

South Africa was in an era of great change in the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries. Two Boer Wars, changes in colonial leadership, mass migra- 
tion within country as well as from abroad, all influenced demographic 
change. This 5 Pound banknote is an example of that, as it was over- 
printed for use in three different cities, all in different areas. It began life 
as to be issued in Cradock, Eastern Cape, only to be overprinted for use 
in Johannesburg. Then, notice top left, another overprint for Klerksdorp 
in the Northwest. A note that was used over and over for many years, and 
one that provided service to a full range of people all over the country. 
Tape repairs and added pieces are mentioned for accuracy. Nevertheless 
fantastic, interesting, and very rare. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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24500 South Africa Colesberg Bank 4 Pounds 10.4.1862 Pick S181 
PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 

Colesberg was founded in 1830 on an abandoned London Missionary 
Station, and was named after the then Governor of the Cape Colony, 
Sir Galbraith Lowry Cole. The town grew rapidly as it was situated on a 
route popular with travellers, hunters, explorers and opportunists. The 
Colesberg Bank operated for the briefest period of only 2 years, from 
1861-1863. Like many other private banks in the region, it was eventu- 
ally absorbed by Standard Bank. There are only three denominations 
were known to have been issued by the Colesberg Bank and they are said 
to have circulated in both the Cape and the Orange Free State. The odd 
denomination of £4 is explained by the fact that denominations lower 
than £3 15s. Od. (equivalent to the old 50 Rixdollar) were not legal in 
the Cape until 1891. Although PMG’s comments read tape repaired and 
reconstructed, it is the only listed example on the PMG Population Report 
and the first type we have offered from this short-lived bank. As a final 
mention, the note on offer today does not have the less attractive pen can- 
cellations compared to the scant known examples. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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24501 South Africa Somerset East Bank 4 Pounds ND (1860's) Pick 
$256r Remainder PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

Somerset East is a small town, to the north of Port Elizabeth, in the 
Eastern Cape Province. It was named after its founder, Lord Charles 
Somerset. In 1891, the Cape Colony regulated and prohibited banks 
from issuing denominations lower than £3 15s. 0d., explaining the odd 
denomination of £4 seen on this ornate remainder. Unsurprisingly, this is 
the sole graded example on the PMG Population Report, and the first we 
have offered. Previously mounted and pinholes. A chance not to be over- 
looked.

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24502 South Africa Somerset East Bank 10 Pounds 8.7.1862 Pick $258 


PMG Very Fine 30. 

Very little is known about the Somerset East Bank, other than it was 
formed in 1860 and accepted an offer from Standard Bank to amalgamate 
in 1864, but later withdrew. After a steady decline, it went into liquidation 
in 1877. The overall appearance of this note is incredible, the signatures 
are clear, and almost looks like it was printed yesterday. Amazingly, this 
highest denomination is fully issued, and not cut cancelled as most sur- 
viving pieces from this period inevitably were. This is the sole graded 
example in the PMG Population Report, and the first we have offered 
for this type. Previously mounted and annotation are mentioned. A rare 
opportunity to acquire this highly uncommon type, and worthy of seri- 
ous consideration.

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24503 South Africa South African Bank 20 Pounds 7.2.1881 Pick $263 
PMG Very Fine 20 Net. 

The South African Bank was established in Cape Town in 1838, making 
it the second oldest banking institution in South Africa. Currency issu- 
ance however, only started in 1844, with a capital of £9,995. According to 
Hern’s South African Banknotes & Papermoney, a mere £17,950 of notes 
circulated by 1845. The Bank was forced to close its doors in 1886. This 
example was the highest denomination of only three known denomina- 
tions. If one was to look at issuances by other private banks of the time, 
it would appear that £20 was the highest denomination that banks would 
issue, and no doubt represented an incredible sum of money. Although 
PMG mentions tape repair and reconstructed, it really does not detract 
one bit from this desirable example. The PMG Population Report indi- 
cates that this example has a lonely listing of this note only. It is the cata- 
loger’s opinion that this museum quality piece will attract ample interest 
come auction day.

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24504 South Africa Swellendam Bank 5 Pounds ND (ca. 1860's) Pick 
$286 Remainder PMG About Uncirculated 50. 

Nestled in the hinterland of the the wine region of the Western Cape, 
Swellendam was declared a magisterial district in 1743, the third oldest in 
South Africa, and was named after Governor Hendrik Swellengrebel. The 
Swellendam Bank was established in 1852 and taken over by Standard 
Bank in 1877. The bank appears to have been fairly profitable until 1876, 
when it found itself in trouble due to unsustainable commitments and 
had to accept a buy-out from Standard Bank. Printed by CJ Roberts in 
Cape Town, only three denominations are known to exist for this bank 
in Remainder format, and are said to never have been issued. This will be 
the sole graded example on the PMG Population Report and the first we 
have offered. Previously mounted and pinholes. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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24505 South Africa National Bank of South Africa Ltd. 10 Shillings 
19.3.1920 Pick $341a PMG Choice Fine 15. 

Pre-Reserve Bank notes for South Africa are rare and quite popular at the 
moment. This excellent Cape Town emission from the National Bank is 
rare and missing from many collections. Although extensively circulated, 
the note remains original and with good eye appeal for the type. A nota- 
tion and ink transfer on the back are mentioned for accuracy. Part of a 
delightful series issued by the National Bank of South Africa which is 
always sought after by collectors.

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24506 South Africa National Bank of South Africa Ltd. 5 Pounds 4.7.1913 Pick S343a PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The term Cape Uniform Banknote refers to a similar banknote design used by a trio of issuers based in Cape Town: African Banking Corporation, 
National Bank of South Africa, and Standard Bank of South Africa. This excellent National Bank issue was extensively circulated but retains good col- 
ors and strong manuscript signature ink. Some pinholes and internal splits are mentioned for accuracy, but otherwise this example presents nicely and 
would be a welcomed addition to many collections. The first of its kind to be graded by PMG and the first we have offered. 


Starting Bid: $1,500 
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24507 South Africa Standard Bank of South Africa Limited, Durban 
10 Shillings 1.5.1889 Pick S406 PMG Fine 12 Net. 

A commanding, tall banknote, issued by the famed Standard Bank of 
South Africa. Generally a rare type, as issuance was small and few were 
saved to for posterity. This example is uncancelled, and both signatures 
are visible, albeit one is faint. The top left corner has been repaired. 
Nevertheless a rare type from 19th-century Africa.

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24508 South Africa Standard Bank of South Africa Limited, Durban 
10 Shillings 1.10.1896 Pick S411 PMG Very Fine 20. 

A rarely seen pre-Reserve Bank issue for Durban, this type features a 
19th-century date. The denomination was a workhorse. Consequently, 
most notes were worn out and redeemed by the early/mid 1920s. This 
example features good paper and visual appeal for the grade, with special 
mention to the bold ink and manuscript signatures. We have not offered 
this type since 2021.

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24509 South Africa Standard Bank of South Africa Limited, Durban 1 
Pound 1.1.1917 Pick $422a PMG Choice Fine 15. 

A desirable and rare 1 Pound, this type was issued via Durban prior to 
universal issues by the Reserve Bank. Pre-Reserve Bank issues are scarce 
and sought after today. Notice the small, five-digit serial number seen 
on this example. Pinholes are mentioned for accuracy, but this is first we 
have offered in issued format.

1.7.1918 Pick $423a PMG Very Fine 20. 

A beautiful Waterlow & Sons type note. This variety was issued in Natal 
through the Durban branch of this famous bank. Problem-free with gen- 
eral circulation and a rare type seldom seen in any grade.

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24511 South Africa Durban Bank 25 Pounds 12.4.1864 Pick $444b 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

A desirable and very rare 19th-century type note, and a high denomina- 
tion in the this series. It was fully issued before being pen cancelled. Only 
the third example we have offered.

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24512 South Africa London and Natal Bank 10 Shillings ND (1860's) 
Pick $451r Remainder PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

Since colonial times, Natal has been an important region of South Africa 
on the coast of the Indian Ocean. It remains to this day a crossroads 
between continents and an important trade route for goods to and from 
Africa and Asia. This London and Natal Bank Remainder is an interest- 
ing and very rare relic from the 1860s. We have not offered this type in 
the past and known examples are few and far between. Some handling 
or circulation is seen, although this note lacks a date and signatures. The 
extra wide selvage in the left margin was never trimmed down. Original, 
scarce, and collectible, as this type is virtually unseen.

Fine 30. 

The Upington Border Scouts served far away from home during the 
Second Boer War at first, but when the long unpaid troops returned home 
to Upington, they found that the town only had £20 in funds. Another 
shortage in the town was paper. Therefore, these wartime emergency 
notes were produced on unbleached calico cloth in various denomina- 
tions. “Issued By / Paymaster B. S. Upington” was printed at top. The 
emblem of the Border Scouts was stamped at left and the signature of “J. 
Birkbeck, Major, O.C.” is at lower right. One of only two graded on the 
PMG Population Report, historically compelling, and scarce in any grade. 
Starting Bid: $500 
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24514 South Africa Commercial and Agricultural Bank of Natal 1 
Pound 1.3.1860 Pick UNL PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 

Natal Province served as a very important colony for the British in 
Southern Africa. Durban, and most importantly its harbor acted as the 
entryway into the region. In fact, the Port of Durban still remains the 
largest and busiest Port in Africa today. Very little is known about the 
Commercial and Agricultural Bank of Natal, other than it was estab- 
lished in 1860 and that it went into voluntary liquidation in 1867 owing 
to a depressed state of trade and affairs.

Due to the small population of the colony, approximately 5,000 residents in the early 1900s, 
currency requirements were small, which explains why so few notes were issued and perhaps only a handful remain extant today. This incredible 1 
Pound features the second of three known dates for this variety and a blank reverse side. Minor restoration is mentioned for accuracy on this circulated 
note.
